Rev. Mr. Youtz chose 
as his text the fifteenth chapter of the 
twenty-sixth chapter of Acts,“ Whom when 
Paul saw, he thanked God and took courage,” 
and spoke as follows: 

The thanksgiving here mentioned was 
offered by a prisoner as he plodded wearily 
the Appian Way toward Rome, and toward 
his martyrdom. 

The external circumstances in which 
Paul gave thanks were not so very com- 
fortable. They do not positively identify 
themselves as causes of thanksgiving. Paul 
had gone to Jerusalem bearing gifts. His 
reception had been none too cordial. A mob 
had seized him amid loud threats, and he 
had escaped being torn to pieces by the 
margin of the alertness of Roman soldiers 
on guard at the temple. Robbed of their 
prey for the moment, forty zealots vowed 
neither to eat nor drink until they had ac- 
et at their purpose to assassinate 
Paul. Under heavy guard, then, he had 
been taken to prison in Caesarea. In that 
prison he had remained for two years. 

At last he had been started on toward 
trial before Caesar at Rome. The ship on 
which these prisoners were embarked was 
less seaworthy than the lamented Vestris. 
Storms were encountered. With shipwreck 
imminent, the guards drew their swords 
to dispatch the prisoners, Paul among 
them. Again he escaped by a hairsbreadth. 
The ship was wrecked and Paul, with the 
others, just managed to reach land. Hard- 
ships on a small island in winter followed. 
Months later by another boat they made 
their way toward Italy. Twice as many 
months as would be required days to make 
the journey now passed miserably before 
they reached the port of Rome. Then across 
the foot of Italy Paul plodded, a chain on 
wrist and a soldier by his side. He had 
Jyanteih to go to Bose but what an approach

Nevertheless, after all this chain of mis- 
fortune, ' , and with prison 
then martyrdom in the fo und, Paul 
is such a man as could and did, at the sight

A lesser man might have 
poured out a recital of his’ misfortunes and 
shared his grief and discouragement with 
the brethern. Paul thanked God and took 


courage.

Many Tests Finally Free County from 
Tuberculosis 

Included in a number of counties certi- 
fied by the United States Department of 
Agriculture on October 1, 1928, as modi- 
fied accredited areas, indicating their rel- 
ative freedom from bovine tuberculosis, 
was Cuyahoga County, Ohio, the most 


heavily infected county, to establish itself | 
as an accredited area. The records show that | 


on the first county-wide test approximately 


9,700 cattle were tested, with nearly 2,400! 


reactors—nearly 25 per cent. The cattle 
tested were included in more than 2,350 
herds, 560 of which were found to be infected. 

The result of this work was intensely 
interesting, as the milk from this area entered 
into the Cleveland trade. The city officials 
having knowledge of the conditions existing 
in these herds, required that they be tuberculi 
tested in conformity with the uniform plan 
in effect between the State and the Federal 
Government. Following retests of the in- 
fected herds a second complete test of the 
county was made, resulting in infection 
being disclosed in 147 herds, the average 
being 3.3 per cent of all the cattle tested 
A third complete test showed a reduction 


in infection from 3.3 per cent to less than | - 


1 per cent of all the cattle in the county, 
Only 34 herds were found infected.

| Inasmuch as there was _ considerable 
|opposition on the part of the livestock 
|owners to this work when it was first in- 
augurated, the results are extremely valu- 
}able, as they indicate that even in very 
| badly infected counties the tuberculin test 
functions efficiently, There is no doubt that 
although losses were sustained by individual 
| owners, they would not return to the old 
conditions even if it were possible to do so. 
Experience in area work fully indicates 
that, following the application of the test, 
better sanitation is practiced on the farms, 
resulting in much-improved dairy products, 
and that replacements in infected areas are 
almost always made with a better type of 
livestock. Thus are the producers benefited 
as well as the consumers, who are consis- 
tently demanding a product produced under 
proper sanitary conditions from cattle 
known to be healthy.

The 
eclipse takes place on schedule time, and he is 
hailed as a mighty man. The whole atmos- 
phere of King Arthur’s Court is changed by 
the Yankee. The King and his subjects are 
made jazz addicts. Slang is the lingo of the 
land, and wise-cracks come hurtling through 
the air. 

Mark Twain wrote “A Connecticut 
Yankee” to show up King Arthur and his well 
known knights, and to prove that the 
present century is a far more attractive one 
to live in than those of long ago. This famous 
tale has been remodeled into a musical 
comedy by Herbert Fields. Richard Rodgers 
has embellished it with some of the best 
tunes he has ever written, and the lyrics by 
Lorenz Hart are said to be almost Gilbertian 
in their intelligent finesse.

When Morris Gest, in association with 
Edgar Selwyn, brings Central Europe’s 
foremost actor, Alexander Moissi, in Max 
Reinhardt’s production of Tolstoy’s ‘“Re- 
demption” to the Boston Opera House for 
one week beginning Monday, DecemLer 3, 
on his first tour of sixteen American cities, 
he will have an opportunity to express two 
distinct sides of his artistic faith. 

Throughout the present theatre-going 
generation, Gest has stood as sponsor and 
interpreter of the Russian theatre and of the 
Russian soul to the American public. 
Furthermore, it was he who first brought 
glory to the American stage in connection 
with “The Miracle.” 

If Gest has a double interest and a double 
reason for standing as sponsor to Moissi this 
season, Moissi, in turn, is doubly equipped 
for the task that has keen set for him 
Italian by blood and birth, Moissi was 
“discovered” by Reinhardt, trained from 
youth upward and placed by the Magician 
of Leopoldskron on the*pinnacle of the con- 
temporary Teutonic stage.

Open Season For Deer Hunting Begins 
Next Monday 


The open season for deer hunting in Massa- 
chusetts will commence at sunrise on Mon- 
day, December 3rd and will close at sunset 
on Saturday, December 15th according to a 
statement issued today by Director William 
C, Adams of the State Division of Fisheries 
and Game. This is the first year since deer 
hunting has been allowed in the State that a 
two-weeks open season has been provided by 
law. 

Only one deer may be taken by each hunter 
during the season and a written report must 
be sent to the Director within twenty-four 
hours of the killing giving complete data as 
to when and where the deer is killed and the 
sex. It is very important that each hunter 
make this written report direct to the State 
House. 

No deer or part thereof which is taken in 
this State can be bought or sold 

Only shotguns can be used. The use of 
rifles, revolvers or pistols on any kind of 
game during the deer week or their possession 
in the woods is strictly forbidden, 

To prevent the loss of life or serious injury 
to hunters, great care must be exercised by 
all who enter the woods during the deer 
week. Hunters should make absolutely 
certain of what they are shooting at before a 
gun is discharged. The firing at distant, 
moving objects is a hazardous practice 
bordering on criminal negligence. 

No hunting dogs are tobe used for hunting, 
taken into the woods or allowed to roam at 
large during the deer week. 

It is prohibited to use artificial lights or 
any other device for the purpose of enticing, 
ensnaring or taking deer,

and Game is now charged with the approval

revenue derived from sporting and trapping 
licenses. During the year 1927, a total of

a longer open season was provided. 

The greatest amount of damage is done in 
the five Western counties of the State where 
large herds of deer congregate and periodic- 
ally raid the farmers’ orchards and crops.

Causes of gratitude that were not apparent 
in the catalogue of externals. 

I think the Pilgrim fathers were not 
unlike Paul in this respect. They appointed 
a day of thanksgiving when anxiety must 
have been the thing that stirred those who 
took account of only externals. Their number 
had dwindled down through a terrible 
year to half what the Mayflower had brought. 
They were not comfortably housed nor 
bountifully provided for. They might 
survive another winter, and they might 
not. But they appointed a day and gave 
thanks to God, when obvious external 
circumstances were quite uncertain whether 
to preserve or inexorably to starve the little 
colony. 

Now we find ourselves differently situated 
today. Not as was Paul. Not as were the 
Pilgrims. We are here in America, favored 
in every material way. As the proclamation 
of President Coolidge sets forth: “Our 
fields have been abundantly productive; 
our industries have flourished; our com. 
merce has increased; wages have been 
lucrative; and comfort and contentment 
have followed the undisturbed pursuit 
of honest toil.” These, all of them are cause 
for thanksgiving to almighty God. The 
President of the United States right properly 
reminds us of our material blessings. We 
will do well to take stock of these good things 
that are ours, with deeply grateful hearts. 

But the President’s proclamation and that 
of the governor of this commonwealth do 
not stop with these. Our treasure is not all 
in earthern vessels. If we were on the Appian 
Road with Paul, or at Plymouth with 
Governor Bradford and his little company, 
we would still not be bankrupt. Causes of 
gratitude, unseen are ours as well. Foot- 
sore prisoners on the way to Rome, or 
sparsely-provided-for Pilgrims on a“ stern 
and rockbound coast”, stripped of these 
abundant material causes for thanksgiving 
which are ours today, we might still, in the 
faith of our fathers and in the faith of this 
twentieth century, with good cause “thank 
God and take courage”. 

I would like to reassure myself on this 
score, and if possible reassure you. Where 


is my wealth? What are the blessings secure

Wins Triumphs Abroad 

Previous to his American debut in 1928, 
Fernando Germani, the dazzling young 
Italian organist who is only twenty-one 
years old now, had already won an enviable 
reputation in his native land. His asso- 
ciation since the tender age of fourteen 
with the famous Augusteo Orchestra, as 
official organist, and his frequent concert 
tours gained for him the title of ‘Successor 
of Bossi,” which is the highest praise it is 
possible for an organist to win in Italy. 
His debut concerts in New York and Phil- 
adelphia and in New England and Canada 
led to further triumphs upon his return 
to his native land last Easter time. He was 
chosen by Alfredo Casella, the famous 
Italian composer and conductor, to play 
the Italian premiere of Casella’s Concerto 
Romano for organ and orchestra, a work 
of ultra-modern tendencies and of the ut- 
most difficulty, which he played with great 
success under the composer's direction 
two days after his return to Rome. During 
subsequent months, Germani plunged into 
a series of recitals which carried him to 
the principal cities of Italy. In May he 
played a recital at the Pontifical School of 
Sacred Music on the occasion of the birth- 
day of His Holiness, the Pope, before an 
audience consisting of the musical elite 
of Rome and including high officials of the 
Vatican, among them four Cardinals— 
Locatelli, Ceretti, Bisleti and  Sincero, 
Present also were distinguished members 
of the Italian nobility. According to the 
Osservatore Romano, “he played with 
calm and assurance, exhibiting at the same 
time a gigantic power which was tremen- 
dously impressive.” The Messagglio of 
Rome reported that “he gave a truly won- 
derful performance; he exhibited the pos- 
session of an exceptional technic, an inter- 
pretative gift of most exquisite taste, reveal- 
ing the style and beauty of each vhrase.” 
The “Corriere d’ Italia” of Rome exclaimed 
that ‘sometimes the organ under Germani’s 
fingers sounds like a big orchestra.” Further, 
said the same journal, “the Gregory XIII 
Room was crowded with distinguished 
personages, among them Cardinals, bishops, 
members of the Roman aristocracy and 
distinguished musicians, including Ottorino 
Respighi. 

Later in May Germani inaugurated the 
newest and largest organ in Italy, an in- 
strument of 120 stops, in the city of Genoa. 
He played with great success also in Ferrara, 
Parma and other cities. Owing to unforeseen 
circumstances he had to travel by airplane 
from Rome to Parma in order to arrive 
in time for the recital in the latter city. 
The Corriere Emiliano of Parma, in com- 
menting on the recital, said: ‘ Germani 
is in truth a type of the transcendental 
among organists. There is no difficulty 
so hard, no danger so great for hands, feet 
and brain which he does not conquer with 
ease and marvelous calm. There is about 
his playing a wonderful spiritual serenity.” 

In recognition of Germani’s growing 
fame as an organ virtuoso, the great Italian 
composer Respighi is writing a special 
suite for organ and orchestra for him which 
Germani will play on his forthcoming 
American tour. His recital in Andover will 
take place on Friday evening, December 
7th at 8.15 in George Washington Auditor- 
ium, Phillips Academy.

Sporting and Trapping Licenses Now 
Available for Issue 


All sporting and trapping licenses for 
the year 1929 have been shipped to the 
city and town clerks and ead Re available 
for issue not later than December Ist, ac- 
cording to a statement issued today by 
Director William C, Adams of the Division 
of Fisheries and Game. 

It is suggested that delay in the issuance 
of licenses may be avoided the first of the 
year if those persons desiring the licenses 
for use on New Year's Day or soon after 
will apply to the clerks during the month 
of December, While the licenses will not 
be usable until January Ist, they may be 
procured during the month of December. 

There is no change in the fees to be charged 
for the various forms of licenses for use 
during 1929 over those for 1928 other than 
those charged for lobster fishing licenses 
which will be $5.00 during 1929. A resident 
citizen will pay $2.25 for a sporting license. 
If he desires a trapping license, he will 
pay an additional fee of $2.25. A citizen of 
the United States who is not a resident 
in Massachusetts will pay for either a 
sporting or trapping license $5.25. If he is 
a real estate owner in Massachusetts or a 
member of a club incorporated prior to 
1907 for the purpose of hunting and fishing 
or if he is the invited guest of a fox-hunting 
club, he may secure either a sporting or 
trapping license for $2.25, Unnaturalized 
foreign-born residents will pay $15.25 for 
either a sporting or trapping license.

Andover Potato Grower Stands Second 
in County

On Wednesday morning, at 11.50 o’clock, 
the entire school took part in the Thanks- 
giving service. Led by Miss. Bailey, the 
service brings back memories of Miss 
McKeen, for the essentials of the service 
are those compiled by Miss Phebe McKeen 
many years ago. Each class has verses to 
recite, and there are some individual recita- 
tions, and two selections are given by the 
school in concert. Interspersed with Thanks- 
giving hymns, and accompanied by the 
Proclamation, the service is a most impressive 
one. 

Miss Vryling Buffum, for some years 
Dean of Women at Lincoln Memorial 
University, will describe the conditions 
and the work at the Pine Mountain School 
in the Kentucky mountains. 

Abbot Academy has long been interested 
in the schools for the southern mountaineers. 
This year, as for many years, boxes are 
being prepared under the auspices of the 
Abbot Christian Association, and will be 
sent to Hindman School—the school of the 
“Quare Women”. Useful and jolly gifts 
go to the students of Hindman, and from 
the Abbot faculty to the faculty of Hindman 
goes a gift of money which is always used 
for some pleasant purpose. Miss Buffum 
will speak at the service on Sunday evening, 
December 2, in Abbot Hall, and friends of 
the school are invited to hear her. 


Raising 520 bushels of potatoes to the 
acre, all of them of marketable size and 
quality, places George Kinney of Amesbury, 
Essex county, as the winner of Massachusetts 
second 300-bushel potato contest and auto- 
matically makes him president of the 300- 
bushel club for the coming year. 

Another Essex county grower, Louis 
Bourdelais of Andover, with 486.4 bushels 
per acre, was second on the list of fifteen 
growers throughout the state who reached 
their goal of 300 or more bushels of potatoes 
per acre, Third high producer was Nathan A, 
Chace of Somerset, Bristol county, with a 
production of 455 bushels. All three of these 
yields hnea the record of 450 bushels 
set in 1927 by a Middlesex county farmer. 

Forty-eight growers entered the contest, 
while three of the 15 who reached the 300- 
bushel goal were listed in the nine who 
reached this same goal in 1927. Awards for 
the first three winners are donated by the 
State Department of Agriculture, Boston, 
and will be presented at the time of the 
Union Agricultural meetings in Worcester 
January 9 to 11. Medals will be given to all 
the fifteen growers by the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, the contest having been 
started and directed by the extension 
specialist in agronomy from the college. 

The winner prepared his field by fall low- 
ing in a cover crop of rye about September 1. 
He fertilized the field with a light covering of 
manure and one ton of 4-8-10 commercial 
fertilizer, cultivated four times, and sprayed 
five times. The variety used was Dibbles 
Russet, the other 14 winners using the 
Green Mountain variety.

Twenty first Sale of Christmas Seals 


Everything is in readiness for the 21st 
Annual Sale of Christmas Seals for the pre- 
vention of tuberculosis in Massachusetts. 
In response to the request of the twenty- 
eight Affiliated Organizations of the Massa- 
chusetts Tuberculosis League seventy-five 
million Christmas Seals have been secured 
from the National Tuberculosis Association. 
Indications are that the Seal Sale of 1928 will 
be greater than any of its predecessors as the 
demand for Seals ‘has exceeded that of last 
year by five millions, 

Under the leadership of the National 
Tuberculosis Association there are State 
Associations in each of the forty-eight States 
of the Union and in the District of Columbia. 
These organizations supplement the work of 
the state and local boards of health and are 
counted on by the official health authorities 
each year for assistance in many ways. 

Tuberculosis in the Commonwealth in 
1927 was the cause of 2,729 deaths. This is a 
marked reduction over the mortality of 
twenty years ago but it still remains a 
formidable figure. 

By agreement with the American Red 
Cross the period from November 11th to 
Thanksgiving Day is given over to the Roll 
Call. Beginning with Thanksgiving Day and 
from then until Christmas throughout the 
country the tuberculosis workers are engaged 
in the work of the Annual Seal Sale. It is 
estimated that over the country there are 
200,000 volunteer workers who participate 
in this annual effort to secure funds for 
tuberculosis work for the following year.

Young ple are told today to break 
the shackles of conventionality and give 
a fling to their native instincts. Modern 
novels, the drama, the movies, the style 
and behavior of young le, all publish 
to the observer the result of this new psy- 
chology. 

Now, educators are advised to fling their 
old textbooks and methods to the scrap 
heap and conform their teaching more nearly 
to the child’s instinctive desires. Elaborate 
and costly buildings and equipment are 
demanded of the taxpayer for experimenta- 
tion with a view to discover what these 
instinctive desires of the child are, These, 
when found, are to determine the character 
of the instruction given. Progress, we are 
told, must be along the child’s native urge 
otherwise his interest cannot be aroused 
not his enthusiasm kindled. This is the one 
idea kept in the forefront of all our educa- 
tional magazines, school reports and con- 
ventions, and this explains, as nothing else, 
the phenomenal increased cost of main- 
taining our modern school system in 
America, overleaping by far increases in any 
other line of institutional work. No child 
instinct is stronger than its instinct to play 
and to shirk all forms of work disassociated 
with the play instinct. Hence to enlist 
the child’s interest in school studies these 
must be made easy and lie well within the 
sphere of the child’s likes. 

However diversified and conflicting these 
child-likes seem in the child’s earlier years, 
they become fixed and decisive at a given 
period. This period pry chologists tell us, 
is between the ages of eleven and fourteen 
years. This is the determinative period of 
the child’s whole career; decisions then made 
will shape their whole after life. To dis- 
cover this dominant desire as it hardens 
into fixity and shape it to its life work 
demands, we are told, a special school 
department called the Junior High School, 
thoroughly furnished with all necessary 
equipment for the discovery of the child’s 
native leanings, and for wisely charting 
his voyage through the high school and 
subsequent life work. 

Our neighboring town of Reading has 
recently provided their town with a Junior 
High School at a cost of $400,000 entailing 
an enormous overhead expense. So com- 
pletely does it conform to the demands of 
modern pedagogy as to have captured the 
enthusiasm of scores of our Andover women, 
attracting thither group after group. As a 
result an article was inserted in our Town 
Warrant last March asking the voters to 
authorize a similar building for Andover, 
but, for some unexplained reason, the orig- 
inator of the article requested that it be 
stricken from the Warrant. However, we 
are informed that a new committee has been 
resent a similar article at our 
next Town Meeting. 

It is none too early forthe people of Andover 
to vegin informing themselves of the nature, 
intent, cost and probaple outcome of such 
a venture. No problem of this magnitude 
stands naked and alone; involved in it and 
attached to it are many subsidiary problems. 
These should be squarely faced and duly 
appraised. To do this intelligently parental 
instincts and all other instincts should 
be subordinated to reason. Confusion 
reigned in our last Town Meeting because 
instincts were allowed to dominate. There 
are some thirty human instincts, often 
antagonistic one to the other, and hence 
when given the right of way the result 
is confusion confounded. Such confusion 
should be scrupulously shunned in all our 
discussion upon this Junior High School 
proposition: instincts and mushy senti- 
mentality should be brought under the 
sovereignty of reason, reason based upon 
indisputable facts. From this proposition 
every allied proposition should be cut away, 
for it marks a new departure in our entire 
school policy and should be so considered. 
To tie it up with the need for larger school 
accommodation at the Stowe Schcol or with 
the e..ort to close all our outlying school- 
houses and centralize our school activities, 
only befogs the issue. Too often in our 
Town Warrant a major issue has ridden to 
success upon the back of some minor issue; 
alone it would have fallen in defeat. Let 
this proposition of a Junior High School 
stand upon its own two feet detached from 
every other school need. These other needs 
should and will be met. But this proposition 
of a new Junior High School is a distinct 
xroposition, and when stripped of all its 
perner clothing stands thus before the

Ona sony, mud-bespattered field, Pun- 
chard and Methuen high schools battled 
through an afternoon of hard, fast football 
at the Playstead on Saturday, with the final 
score in favor of Punchard, 7-0.

The 
continuous plea for people to get plenty of 
rest, exercise, fresh air and nourishing food 
and that they go to their doctors for periodic 
physical examinations is really the keynote 
of the campaign. In the spring the tuber- 
culosis association will conduct an Early 
Diagaosis Campaign with the slogan “ early 
Discovery, Early Recovery. Let You Droctor 
Decide”. Then in December during the 
annual Christmas seal sale, a big publicity 
campaign is carried on to teach the public 
the importance of sickness prevention. At 
this time the work of the associations is 
greatly aided by the cooperation of news- 

pers, magazines, house organs and trade 
journals who contribute editorial and ad- 
vertising space for the Christmas messages 
of health. 

The ways by which we measure the success 
or failure of any venture is to view the 
accomplished result. And the fact that 
during these years the death-rate from 
tuberculosis has been reduced from 200 

r 100,;000 in 1904 to 87 in 1926 seems to 
be evidence enough that the work has been 
worth while. | 

The saying, ‘‘When my ship comes in” 
is a happy motto for tuberculosis workers. 
That day will come when tuberculosis is 
as well controlled as smallpox, plague and 
yellow fever. For the present, however, it 
is necessary to keep the ship of health con- 
stantly plying its course toward the desired 
port. Everybody has a chance to “come 
aboard” in December when the tiny seals

BABSON SHOWS NEW SCIENTIFIC DISCOVERIES 
WILL REVOLUTIONIZE THE COAL INDUSTRY 


In the Future Coal Will Be Looked Upon Not Merely as a Bulky Fuel, but as Highly 
Valuable Chemical with Unlimited Possibilities—Farmers Will Obtain Quantities of 
Fertilizer Necessary to Increase Production of Cotton, Corn and Wheat 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, December 
7, 1928. 

“When an industry is down and out— 
depressed—it attracts very little attention. 
This has been the situation of the bituminous 


coal industry for several years. Various Th 


causes have been assigned for the hard times 
in this business, among which the most 
prominent are, over-production, too much 
man-power, and price cutting. All efforts 
at stabilization have failed up to the present 
time. As a result coal securities have been 
a drug on the market, new capital has been 
difficult to obtain, and the leading companies 
for the most part have reported deficits 
instead of profits. Labor unrest, strikes, 
intermittent employment, and other troubles 
have beset the industry. 

“Now, however, coal appears to be at 
the threshold of a new era. Where the 
economists have failed in solving this problem 
the scientists now bid fair to succeed. The 
chemists and engineers have come forward 
with discoveries which sooner or later seem 
likely to put this great industry on the road 
to progress and profits. Of course, like all 
new inventions, they will require time to 
develop and to put into practical operation. 
The Second National Conference on Bi- 
tuminous Coal recently held under the 
auspices of the Carnegie Institute of Tech- 
nology did, however, reveal amazing progress 
during the past year in the development 
of new uses for coal. 


New Conception of the Coal Industry 


“The most hopeful development and the 
greatest step toward progress, is the new 
conception of coal brought to the rublic 
by the chemists. In the future we shall look 
upon coal not merely as a bulky fuel to be 
transported and burned as it is, but as a 
highly valuable chemical with almost un- 
limited possibilities for breaking up into a 
number of valuable products which can be 
utilized, not only for fuel, but for gas, oil, 
fertilizer, alcohol, and many other new uses. 

“The time may come when liquified coal 
can be piped to distant cities from the mines. 
In the same way processing of coal will 
produce great quantities of gas, formerly 
wasted, and this can be piped to industries 
and homes in far away localities. The 
farmers will obtain quantities of fertilizers 
in the form of ammonia and_ nitrogen, 
which are by-products of liquified coal. 
These fertilizers are absolutely necessary 
in increasing the production of cotton, 
corn, and winter wheat. 

“Our petroleum industry will, sooner 
or later, have a great additional supply 
of oil from the chemical treatment of coal. 
Already the Germans are manufacturing 
and distributing light oils and gasoline 
from coal in their country. Thus far the 
cost of production of coal gasoline in the 
United States has been too high to compete 
with the natural production, but with our 
increasing consumption this will not always 
be true. In the future soft coal may be one 
of our chief sources of gasoline. One of our 
largest petroleum companies has purchased 
certain patents in preparation for the day 
when it may need gasoline from this source. 
Since there is an abundance of soft coal 
in this country, enough to last over 7,000 
years, the time may come when this new 
process will be one of the greatest stabilizing 
factors in the oil business. It will not be 
dependent upon new oil discoveries, with 
alternating periods of over-production and 
scarcity, such as now characterize it.

to the source of coal supply. As he explains 
it: ‘The new fuel technology may draw to 
the coal fields new industries which were 
not thought of a generation ago. More power 
may be generated at the mouth of the mine. 
processing of coal will also produce 
great quantities of tar which will be distilled 
probably near the mines and the various 
stages of refining will create new enter- 
prises out of what are now only laboratory 
experiments. Chemical industries are likely 
to draw more and more closely towards 
the coal fields. We can hardly conceive 
of conditions arising, under which localities 
where coal is situated, will not grow in 
importance. The newer chemistry will 
bring about new industrial developments 
many of which will take place in the regions 
where the basic material is to be found. 
Whatever may happen to other parts of 
our country we can prophesy with complete 
confidence, that those regions where soft 
coal is to be found will Leg an ever in- 
creasing activity and probably an expanding 
prosperity.’ 

New Industries Would Help Employment 


“One of the important difficulties of the 
soft coal industry has always been too 
many employees. As a result the average 
miner’s working time has been from two 
to three days a week, with occasional un- 
employment for weeks at a time. This 
situation has caused poverty and distress 
throughout the soft coal regions and has 
been one of the rincipal causes of the 
dissatisfaction ‘and? strikes which have 
from time to time paralyzed the whole 
industry. If, as we may confidently hope, 
the newer chemistry of coal provides ad- 
ditional industries nearer the mines, it will 
afford employment to a large surplus of 
labor and help to correct one of the most 
distressing economic situations in the country 
today. It would bring a new spirit and a 
new hope to that large group of our people 
wise ives and fortunes are bound up in 
coal. 

Diversification of the industry is just as 
important as diversification of crops, and if 
the developments which eminent chemists 
have recently described work out success- 
fully in practice, as it now seems probable 
they will, we shall have diversified industrial 
interests in all of the great soft coal regions. 
From the standpoint of continued national 
prosperity this policy is highly important. 


Public Utilities Will Be Affected 


“We hear much today about hydro- 
electric development. As a matter of fact, 
however, the total potential water power 
in this country is only a fractional part of 
the entire power that can be developed 
from coal. Coal is, and always will be, the 
chief source of power. Furthermore, it is 
not true, as many people believe, that water- 
power is cheap. Huge expenditures are 
required for the purchase of land and rights, 
the erection of dams, generating stations, 
and other facilities for hydro-electric projects. 
The capital outlay is far in excess of that 
for steam generating stations. With the 
improvement in the utilization of coal 
resulting from the newer chemistry the 
relative importance of water-power as a 
source of electric current will tend todiminish.

We shall still build large hydro-electric 
plants, but these will be supplementary to, 
rather than substitutes for the generation 
of electric power throygh coal and gas. 

“Three distinct ibilities stand out 
for the future. (1) An increasing tendency 
for electric power and light plants to merge 
with gas companies. (2) In place of the 
many small local gds companies we shall 
have consolidated plants supplying gas 
within a radius of 100 miles or more through 
pipe lines. In so far as possible, these great 
central plants will be located either near 
the mines or at tidewater where coal is readily 
accessible. (3) Instead of selling merely elec- 
tric current or gas, the utility company of 
the future may sell both of these products 
and also have other important by-products 
for side lines. If the engineers and chemists 
are correct in their calculations the time 
is coming when soft coal will be split up 
into as many commercial uses as we now 
split up crude petroleum. The prospect of 
such developments holds out an alluring 
opportunity to those who have investments 
in well-located gas or electric utilities, 
Moreover, it should eventually lead to 
lower gas rates, which would increase the 
use of gas for domestic and industrial 
heating. The Babsonchart now records 
business as 6 per cent above normal compared 
with one per cent above a year ago this time.” 


Telephone Briefs 


Fifteen thousand Chicagoians pay the 
Telephone Company a nickel a day to 
learn the correct time. On September 4th— 
opening day of school—the number of 
inquiries reached a total of 27,633, and 
the next day 23,518. Apparently a lot of 
clocks got out of tune on Labor Day, when 
the number of calls were 18,862. On that 
day, most of the calls came during the 
evening hours. 

According to the Northwestern Bell 
Telephone Company, redheaded wood- 
peckers in Iowa each year cause damage 
to telephone poles equal to the entire revenue 
received from 500 subscribers. It was found 
that an average of one pole for every mile 
of line had to be replaced solely because 
of the damage caused by woodpeckers. 
Thorough creosoting of the poles seems 
to be the only antidote to ofiset the red- 
headed woodpecker’s appetite. 

Within a year it is expected that a third 
transatlantic radio-telephone line will be 
in operation. 

It was recently announced that all parts 
of Belgium can now be reached from America 
by wireless telephony.

Life on Earth Before 
the Cambrian Pe:iod 


A picture of life us it existed on the 
earth GU0,000,000 years ago has been 
drawn by Prof. Sir Edgeworth David, 
Australian scientist. 

He hus found fossils of animal life 
in Australia dating back to before the 
Cambrian period in geology. 

Sir Elgeworth, almost by accident, 
discovered in the rocks of Mount Lofty 
and In the Flinders ranges of South 
Australia beautifully colored fossils 
which, from the strata in which they 
were found, show that a marine fauna 
in the early days of the earth's forma- 
tion had covered a million square miles 
of what fs now Australia. 

The fossil life thus represented must 
have crossed the Pacific ocean. Some 
of it consists of sandworms and of 
forms related to crayfish and shrimps. 
Their limbs and shells were formed 
of a horny substance, and the colors 
were those of the rainbow. 

“1 could kick myself that 1 should 
have overlooked this obvious discovery 
for so long,” said the professor in an- 
nouncing {t.—London Tit-Bits.
